SIR JOSEPH WILSON SWAN 
TN the passing away of Sir 
A Joseph Wilson Swan, the 
world has lost one of the greatest 
benefactors of humanity. Born 
at 8nDderland. England, io tbe 
year 1828 and educated locally, he 
became an inventor. He made 
his name by his inventions, many 
of whioh are in constant use as 
familiar processes of modern life. 
Tbe oarbon process of priotiug in 
photography is due to him, the 
development of the ‘rapid’ plate 
in tbe same soience, and many 
improvements iu tbe processes of 
electro reproduction. 

He is best known, however, for 
the iuoandeBoent filament electric 
lamp, which was tbe first success¬ 
ful lamp of its kind. This in¬ 
vention he brought about iu the 
year 1879. He made vast im¬ 
provements in accumulators, and 
brought ont an electric meter, and 
a miner’s electrio safty lamp is an¬ 
other of h’s better known inven¬ 
tions. 

iHe was knighted iu the year 
1914 in recognition of his services 
in the eanse of electricity, and 
died in London, England, on Wed¬ 
nesday last, May 27th. At one 
time of his career he was elected 
to tbe presidency of the Royal 
Photographic socii-ty, and has also 
received many decorations from 
fore'gn governments. -

WELCOME OPPOSITION 

AT the convention of tbe Ameri- 
^ can Federation of Musicians, 
which was held at Des Miones, 
Iowa, in the earlier part of May, 
a resolution was passed roundly 
condemning the turkey trot, bonny 
hug, ostr ch wiggle, and other ao 
called dances of modern invention. 

So far this seems to be the only 
Btep, more or less official, that baa 
been taken against tbe present 
rage for the grotesque in dancing. 
The dances really are the ont- 
oome of tbe great popularity which 
is accorded to the syocopated ‘rag¬ 
time’ music that has taken such a 
bold, and it may be accepted that 
the resolution was in condemnation 
of the musio as much as tbe 
dances that it has evoked. 

By taking tbe step they have, 
the Federation lays claim to the 
support of all who are interested 
iu the furthering of good music, 
music that is worth while. When 
one starts out to find the public 
taste io the way of music it is 
surprising bow many people, who 
profess to know something o f 
music, will fritter away their time 
on tbe worthless ten cent editions 
of ‘rags' in preference to writings 
wtth an established reputation. 

It is generally tbe custom to 
deprive the youngster of bia dime 
novel, and give him the idea that 
there ia literature worth reading, 
and it is diffionlt to see why tbe 
same rale oannot apply to muaio, 
for certainly one deteriorates in an 
atmosphere of unadulterated ‘rag¬ 
time’ syncopation. If it ia in¬ 
tended to have musio, it should be 
borne in mind that it ia equally 
important that it should be as 
good as the books wbioh are read.

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URGE FORMATION OF 
THE POSTAL LIBRARY 


PROJECT TO ESTABLISH LIBRARY 
SYSTEM THROUGH AID OP 
POSTAL DEPARTMENT 


Address Delivered Recently Before 

the Women’s Civic Club of Leth¬ 
bridge, by Joseph P. Tracy, M.A., 

President of the Postal Library 

League for Canada. 

The postal library is a new idea. 
Being an innovation there are no pre¬ 
cedents from which to reckon. In pro¬ 
jecting it we must proceed upon sug¬ 
gestions, calculations and estimates. 

There are three requirements In pro¬ 
jecting A library: Books, housing and 
service. Let us therefore consider 
these requirements in order as related 
to the postal library. 

As for Books. Let us assume one 
volume per capita, that is as many 
hooks as there are men, wgmen and 
children in the whole country, will 
he an adequate supply of books. Again 
let iia assume the average cost of 
books for a desirable collection to be 
•ne dollar per volume. (When pur¬ 
chasing so many books the cost will 
probably be much less). The popula¬ 
tion of Canada Is between eight and 
ten millions. On this basis of supply 
cost'and quantity ten million dollars 
would appear to be sufficient with 
which to purchase all the books re¬ 
quired for the postal library. 

As fpr Housing Facilities. It is pro¬ 
posed to make Use of the post office. 
There are about 16,000 post offices in 
Canada. Adhering to the per capita 
ratio and for sake of convenience and 
economy the government will place in 
every post office as many books as 
there are people in the locality with 
u minimum of say 260 volumes for 
the smaller offices. By this plan the 
ten million books will be at once dis¬ 
tributed proportionately over the 
whole country and housed at the most 
convenient public place in every com¬ 
munity. It will be found that the post 
offices can generally receive and 
house such a supply of hooks without 
' requiring much if any additional 
room. In smaller places the number 
of books will be accordingly small 
and rent is cheap. In larger places 
the post offices will be found in build¬ 
ings owned by the government and 
generally with space available-for the 
library. Hereafter, of course, the gov¬ 
ernment will include the postal lib¬ 
rary in all plans for rented offices and 
government buildings. Now let us 
allow 50c per volume as the average 
cost of installation—providing stacks, 
catalogueBa.etc. On this basis five mil¬ 
lion dollars would equip the post of- 
.flees to- operate the libraries. Adding 
the cost of equipment to the cost of 
the books we have a total first cost 
of only fifteen million dollars to pro¬ 
vide an adequate library for the whole 
of Canada. This is comparatively a 
small Investment for the government. 
One battleship would cost as much as 
this whole library, books and all. Fo* 
the year 1912 the Canadian post of 
flee department operatei’ at a profit 
of $1,410,000. With Interest comput¬ 
ed at four per cent. It would require 
only $600,000 annually to support the 
investment proposed for the postal 
library. 

As for Service. The post office pro¬ 
vides at once the best executive in 
every community—with trained clerks 
with carriers, collectors, inspectors, 
and with a nation-widj transportation 
system covering all railways, steam¬ 
ships and stages. In the post office Is 
presented the highest known efficien¬ 
cy of service. It is already adapted 
to the transportation, collection and 
delivery of mall, money and parcels. 
The post office can with comparative 
ease and with the least possible ex¬ 
pense take on the library service. It 
can house the books, deliver the books 
and collect the books at an expense 
which will astonish for cheapness. By 
means of the post office the library.| 
se-vice of the whole country will be 
related. The library at each post of¬ 
fice would naturally be selected with 
reference to local needs. However, 
since the post office department is op¬ 
erating the system all libraries, large 
and small, throughout the country, 
will supplement each other. The post¬ 
master having a call for any book 
which Is not contained in his library, 
will draw'that book from the nearest 
post office which has the volume in its 
catalogue. Wprking thus freely 
through the mails every book is made 
available u/. any reader anywhere. 
The inestimable privileges of the 
'large library now confined to resid¬ 
ents of a few/largfc cities will be at 
ehoe^coflfewed upon every resident 
of Canada, however poor, lonely or re¬ 
mote. 

It Is interesting to contemplate the 
perfected service which the postal 
library may provide. Books may be or¬ 
dered by mail, delivered as mall and 
collected as mail There will be no 
more necessity of going to the library 
In order to enjoy it. The postal library 
will qome to you. Instead of library 
centres in but a few cities we will 
have library extension to every home, 
office, shop, camp, school, church and 
lodge—indeed to every individual citi¬ 
zen who desires to read. 

The expense of this up-to-date ser¬ 
vice by the postal library when com¬ 
pleted with the other services of the 
post office will be very low. It is es¬ 
timated that two centc taxed on each 
loan of a book will cover the operat¬ 
ing cost^ Such a small fee is surely 
within the reach of everyone, especial¬ 
ly when we consider there Is. no more 
loss of time or expense in going to 
and from the library. A postal library 
card costing say two cents would pay 
the fee and serve for use In ordering 
a hook. Postal library cards might 
be bound in lots of 26 or GO each and 
would make most delightful presents. 

Again, the postal library service 
can be extended to Include music rec¬ 
ords, lantern slides and the like which 
&t small expense, can be circulated 
to utmost parts. 

Again, with such library system the 
civil service would iuclude a corps of 
expert librarians who vould be able 
to conduct researches for anyone any¬ 
where on any subject at reasonable 
fees, and this service also Could be 
ordered and supplied by mall. 

The Right Honorable R. L. Borden, 
prime minister of Canada, has an¬ 


nounced that the government of the 
Dominion of Canada is now consider¬ 
ing the suggestion. Many personal 
endorsements, petitions and resolu¬ 
tions favoring the Idea are being sent 
to the government from all part a of 
the country. 

The postal library when establish¬ 
ed will be especially valuable to those 
living on the frontier’ and in rural 
communities, villages and cities 
which do not now have library facili¬ 
ties. For cities already having public 
libraries the postal library will afford 
a larger and more convenient service. 
Where it Is desired the postal library 
can absorb existing public libraries 
saving further grants of public money 
and returning to the owners the value 
of the books and equipment and con¬ 
verting the real estate and buildings 
to other used, but, of course, where 
those in control may so desire, the pre¬ 
sent libraries may continue. 

The postal library will make the 
acquirement of knowledge much eas¬ 
ier and more general and “knowledge 
Is power." 

At the conclusion of Mr. Tracy’s-ad- 
.dress afheCrty vote of thanks was ex¬ 
tended to him and the following reso¬ 
lution was enthusiastically voted: 

Whereas, the postal library as advo¬ 
cated by the postal library league pro¬ 
poses io supply the whole library need 
of all the people of every community 
In the country and that without delay 
and at minimum expense. 

It is therefore resolved by the 
Women’s Civic club of Lethbridge 
that we request the early and favor¬ 
able consideration of the postal lib¬ 
rary by the government of the Domin¬ 
ion of Canada. 

This resolution will be forwarded to 
Prime Minister Borden and a copy 
will he sent to the National Council of 
Women requesting its support for the 
postal library. 


GERMANS ARRANGE FOR TOUR 


Business Men Will Make Five or Slit 
Weeks’ Trip in 1915 

The minister of trade and com¬ 
merce has received communications 
from Leipzig informing him that it is 
proposed to organize a German busi¬ 
nessman’s trip to Ccnada in the year 
1915, spending some five or six weeks 
in seeing different parts of Canada. 

The minister has been informed 
that great interest is being taken by 
men prominent in financial and social 
circles in the intended visit. There 
seems little doubt at present that It 
will be a very representative and im¬ 
portant party of exploration. 

With refercence to the agricultural 
tour of South African farmers, which 
is to take place this year, fifty farm¬ 
ers who have been chosen by the agri¬ 
cultural unions of the provinces of 
the Cape, the Transvaal, Natal, Or¬ 
ange Free State and Rhodesia will 
make a tour in England, Scotland 
and Holland, and then proceed to Can¬ 
ada and the United States. They 
will spend_a month in Canada and a 
month to six weeks In the Uflited 
States. 


CHINA PRODUCED BIGGEST BOOK 


Encyclopaedia Placed Volume on Vol¬ 
ume Goes 450 Feet Hign 

Wilfred Merton is lending to the 
London Library for a few weeks, rays 
the London Times, a volume contain¬ 
ing two sections of the famous Chin¬ 
ese Encyclopaedia, which he picked 
up for a small sum in a London book 
shop. 

The volume comprises sections 19- 
866 and 19,866, and chiefly deals with 
the subject of bamboos. The “Yung- 
Lo-Ta-Tien.’’ or "Greet Dictionary of 
Young-Lo,” comprises, as pointed out 
by Prof. Giles in the Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury of April, 1901, 22,877 separate 
sections bound up into 11,100 volumes 
“each half r.n inch in thickness so 
that, were all the volumes laid flat 
one upon another, the column thus 
formed would reach a /.-eight of 460 

et, or nearly 40 feet higher Ilian 
the top of St. Paul’s.” 

The Great Encyclopaedia of China 
easily ranks as the biggest literary 
undertaking in the world, having had 
over 2,000 scholars engaged in its 
compilation and containing a total of 
917,480 pages and 336,992,000 charac¬ 
ters. ~~ 


Open Windows in School Rooms 

It is a logical process of reasoning 
easily understood, that since fresh 
air has been found a boon to invalids 
and sickly children, it is quite as im¬ 
portant to supply an abundance to 
healthy children in order that they 
may retain their good health and de¬ 
velop as nature intends children 
should. In our day the gospel of 
fresh air and sunshjne should need 
little preaching; most of us accept it. 
But we do not always practice the 
doctrine we believe in and teach. 

Too many of our schools are over¬ 
heated and poorly van.dated; too 
many of our hones and offices are 
human drying ovens. It was found 
at the Bache school in Philadelphia 
where careful tests have been made, 
that pupils taught al through the 
winter in rooms with the windows 
wide open, did better work, enjoyed 
better health, and as a consequence 
were more regular In attendance than 
their fellows taught in the warm air 
rooms. 


New Type of War Vessel 

The *’Aurora,’’ af light aimoured 
cruiser recently launched from a 
British shipyard, has been described 
as the smallest and fastest vessel pro¬ 
tected by vertical armour ever built 
for our navy. 

This vessel has a displacement of 
about 3.700 tons, and is about 410 feet 
long. Power will he supplied by a 
battery of oil-burning engines of 30,- 
000 horse power, and the maximum 
speed Is estimated at 29 knots. The 
armament will he light, consisting 
probably of six or eight 6dn. guns. 

It is announced that this vessel, 
which is the first of its class, Is de¬ 
signed for attendance cn the battle 
fleet, and that in addition to being 
adapted to scout duty It will be able 
to overhaul and cut down any de¬ 
stroyer afloat. 


Income of Suffragette*

EDUCATING NORTHERN INDIANS 


Rev. Faber Le Marche Tell* of Re 
source* of Northern Saskatche- 

__ wan 

For some years the Rev. FatSST 


Le Marche has been living 300 miles 
north of the city of Battieford with 
his little band of Indians, gradually 
educating them in farming and giving 
them the best oi the white man’s at: 
tributes. The diocese lies in the Val¬ 
ley of the Clearwater, where during 
the last few years many ranchers, 
with thousands of head of cattle, have 
been located. 

' Down from his northern mission, 
Father Le. Marche tells of almost un¬ 
tapped and little known mineral and 
industrial wealth. There are reported 
to be enormous beds of copper an. 
traces of iron ore are noticed In mauy 
places. Forests of pulp wood are but 
waiting for the hand and brain, of man 
to convert them Into paper. On the 
rivers, which at present afford means 
of tin n>B<irtatkra|j|^^h is northern dis¬ 
trict, there are'^^pr-powers which 
when harnessed iW^upply thousands 
of horse power to turn The wheels of 
pulp and other mills and provide elec- 
ricity for the communities, which will 
rapidly spring up with the advent into 
this country of railways. 

As far back as 1861 there was set¬ 
tlement in this north country, but 
largely under the dominion of the fur 
trading companies. In that year the 
Rev. Mr, Hunt, a Church of England 
missionary erected a rough church 
which he painted with a pigment of 
clay found in certain places in the 
north, anti it is reported that the 
building so painted is still in good 
repair. 

There would appear to be deposits 
of some remarkable substance which, 
used aB paint, is practically indestruc¬ 
tible, and withstands the weather for 
an indefinite period. It Ib reported 
that the Indians and trappers use this 
paint to cover their canoes. An Eng¬ 
lish syndicate is prospecting through 
this district to locate the various de¬ 
posits. 

It has been noticed on frequent oc¬ 
casions when digging cellars that the 
subsoil contained a large amount of 
rust, and some creeks north of the 
city are so heavily charged with Iron 
properties as to give the water a dis¬ 
tinctly iron taste. 

Engineers who were in the north 
district last summer report that the 
country is easily accessible for rail¬ 
roads from North Battieford, and it Is 
reported that .America., interests have 
lataly been looking over The country 
with a view to securing a railway 
charter. 


CANADIAN GRAIN IN EUROPE

Dominion Position ai to British 
ports Was Good for Past 
•Year 

• C. F. Just, Canadian commissioner, 
in a report received by the depart¬ 
ment of trade and commerce, saya: 

“In wher.t during 1913, Canada im¬ 
proved her position by" 50,000 tons 
over 1912 and by llo less than 2,300,- 
000 tons over 1911. Although it was 
freely stated last year that* Canada 
would not be able to maintain her im¬ 
ports with norfnal crops in Russia, it 
Is obvious that these anticipations 
have been falsified in the event, the 
fact being that the German milling 
Urade is now sj impressed with the 
‘'value of Canadian hard wheat for 
their purposes that they may be trust¬ 
ed tp buy largely under any circum¬ 
stances. and with Germany’s require¬ 
ments in breadstuffs growing eyery 
year it is believed that purchases of 
Canadian, wheat will continue on a 
progressive scale. 

“The imports of oats from Canada 
are down, owing to a record harvest 
in Germany. The receipts of Canad¬ 
ian feed barley show a considerable 
improvement, the cheapness and qual¬ 
ity of Canadian barley having proved 
attractive despite the enormot s offer¬ 
ings of Russian barley." 


CRUISER ON LAKE WINNIPEG 


New Boat for Fisheries Department to 
be Built at Once—Equipped 
With Wireless 

Preparations are being made for 
the construction of the new marine 
and fisheries cruiser for Lake Winni¬ 
peg. The plans have been accepted 
by the department and the contract 
let for the fabrication of the material, 
which will be done at Hull. 

As soon as ready the separate parts 
will he shipped to Selkirk, where the 
erecting will be done. 

This cruiser, which is the first of 
Its type constructed for the depart¬ 
ment, Is especially designed for the 
work It is to carry on. It will do 
double duty as an Inspection boat for 
the lake fisheries, and, as well, will 
handle the spawn for the hatcheries 
on the lake. The construction Is of 
steel thremghout. It will probably 
have a full wireless installment, so 
as to be able to keep in touch with 
the shore station at The Pas, and per¬ 
haps with some of the stronger sta¬ 
tions In Winnipeg. The cost is placed 
at $165,000.

A few days ago with the aid of the 
same receiver, It was possible by 
wireless to hear a gramophone play¬ 
ing the ''Marseillaise'' at a distance 
lot 62 miles.

PLANS NEARING COMPLETION 
FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
IRRIGATION CONGRESS 


Delegates From Practically Every 

Civilized Country in the World A.-e 

Expected at Calgary, and Exhibit* 

of Products of trrigated Farms Will 

be Featured. 

(By D’Arcy Rowe) 
the plans for the 1914 Inter¬ 
national Irrigation Congress, which 
will be held in Calgary on October 5, 
6, 7, 8, 9 next, r.re gradually nearing 
completion, more people are begin¬ 
ning to realize the great benefit that 
will result, not only to Calgary, but 
to the whole of the western provinces 
of the Dominion, from this great meet¬ 
ing- . I 

To this convention will come^trom 
3,000 to 3,6000 delegates front prac¬ 
tically every civilized country In thy 
world, and in addition representatives 
from many foreign governments and 
hundreds of leading agriculturists 
that will bring the total number in 
attendance at tho sessions well up to 
10,000. Among the delegates are in¬ 
cluded masters of capital at the head 
of the greatest colonization schemes 
of the continent; eminent engineers 
entrusted with the direction of great 
reclamation and irrigation works; the 
agriculturist, who, with the aid of ir¬ 
rigation, is making the hitherto un¬ 
productive land productive—men who 
have the vision and capacity for big 
things and by carrying their ideas cut 
are adding to the wealth and popula¬ 
tion of their country. 

To appreciate the work that these 
men are engaged upon it must be real¬ 
ized that on the North American con¬ 
tinent at the present time there are 
some $700,000,000 invested in irriga¬ 
tion and reclamation works. By their 
efforts In the negihborhood of 20,000,- 
000 acres of once unproductive land 
are now supporting many people, and 
are producing anywhere from 625 ,J.o 
$500 per acre, according to the class 
of agricuture tha. the owners. are en¬ 
gaged in.. 

The question of a building large 
enough to accommodate all the dele¬ 
gates and visitors that will attend the 
convention gave the management a 
little thought, but arrangements have 
been made whereby the sessions of 
the congress will be held in the huge 
Calgary Horse Show building in the 
exhibition grounds. Thl3 location is 
doubly suitable, as it will be possible 
to have the land show, that will be 
held in connection with the conven¬ 
tion, in the neighboring exhibition 
buildings. In these buildings there 
will be exhibits of products of irrigat¬ 
ed farms in the western provinces and 
those In the United States that would 
be interested. To all these provinces 
and states invitations to send displays 
of their produce have been extended, 
and it is expected that about 25 ex¬ 
hibits will be on hand. In addition to 
these district exhibits, both the Do¬ 
minion government and the federal 
government of the United States have 
signified their intention of putting in 
displays. This show will undoubtedly 
bring a great many people into the 
country, and a conservative estimate 
placed the probable attendance in the 
neighborhood of 50,000. This seem¬ 
ingly large number Is quite justified 
by the unusual character of the ex¬ 
hibits, and by the fact that thly con¬ 
gress Is more or le6s an epoch-making 
event, for it will be -the--flrst time 
that such a body has held its meetings 
in Canada, and it is also the first 
meeting that the organization lias held 
since it was breadened Into an inter¬ 
national body. 


8TEEL TO LESSER SLAVE LAKE 


Dunvtgan Line Will Reach Valley of 
the Peace River Thl* Summer, 
Declares McArthur 

. In ; the course of an Interview at 
Winnipeg, J. D. ~HcATOlirrt te we ll 
known railway contractor, stated that 
steel,' had beeu laid from Edmonton 
to Lesser Slave Lake, a distance of 
170 tnlles, and that the valley of the 
Peace River country would be reach¬ 
ed this summer. 

Mf. McArthur gave out for the first 
time details of the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia railway 
that Is openkig up this last great west 
and inland _ empire thousands of 
square miles In extent. He also an¬ 
nounced that work would commence 
this year on the great waterways rail¬ 
way to Fort McMurray, northwest of 
Edmonton, a distance of 360 miles. 
This line to Dunvegan and British Co¬ 
lumbia will extend 400 miles Into the 
very heart of the Peace River dis¬ 
trict, where the settlers are reported 
to he pouring in. 

"We have completed the first 170 
miles of the line to Lesser Slave 
1/ake," said Mr. McArthur. “We will 
reach the Smokey River, one of the 
lower tributaries of the Peace River 
this fall and the road will be complet¬ 
ed to the British Columbia boundary 
line In the fall of 1915. 

’’We are already operating under 
construction the division of 131 miles 
to the new town of Smith at the cross¬ 
ing* of the Athbasca river. The Do¬ 
minion government has had the coun¬ 
try surveyed, and there are thousands 
of homesteads available between 
Smith and the British Columbia boun¬ 
dary and even beyond that point.” 

The two new railway lines that Mc¬ 
Arthur Is constructing Into Northern 
Alberta will lap 160,000 square miles 
of virgin territory, through which run 
several broad navigable streams that 
will give access to the country for set¬ 
tlement. There are at least 14,000 
homesteads open for entry. The coun¬ 
try is rich in minerals, gold, copper, 
gypsum and petroleum being found, 
and there Is coal everywhere. Some of 
the coal fields are said to be 30 miles 
I square with seams six to 14 feet in 
thickness. ’ - 


Fire Notices in National Parka 

The Dominion parks branch has 
Just gotten out a new fire warning 
notice for use in the national patks 
of-the Dominion of Canada. These 
have been prepared in a very striking 
and attractive form. Formerly such 
notices were prepared on cloth and’ 
were easily destroyed by the weather 
and not infrequently by porcupines. 
The new notices, however, are made 
of tin, the’ lettering baked enamel. 
These metal notices will withstand 
any kind of weather and are far sup¬ 
erior and much more durable than the 
old cloth notices. 

The initial cost is higher, but this 
is amply justified when the superior 
lasting qualities of the tin over that 
of the cloth notices is taken into ac¬ 
count. The lettering is in red and 
bla.ck sufficiently large to be easily 
readable at a distance. At the top of 
the notice is a picture of a forest fire, 
depicting in a vivid manner the rav¬ 
age and devastating Influence of fires 
to the timber resources of the coun¬ 
try. 

These notices have been sent out to 
the various park superintendents and 
will he posted up in conspicuous 
places throughout the national parks.

When Coffee Wae a Treat 

There are many stories about the 
early uses of coffee. Here is one of 
them: _ 

In the year 1634. when' coffee was 
still almost unknown i.i England, Sir 
Henry Blount, an Englishman, visited 
Turkey and partook of the beverage 
tl ere. A German traveller had intro¬ 
duced coffee to Western Europe 
about fifty years lefore that, but 
strange as it may seem to the coffee 
lover. Western Europe was slow in 
adopting, tilts Oriental bean. 

So Sir Henry Blount wrote of some¬ 
thing almost untested in England. He 
wrote: 

’ "The Turks have a drink, Caupbe, 
made of a berry as big as a small 
bean dried ln a furnace and beat to a 
powder of a sooty color, in taste a 
little bitterish, that they seethe and 
drink hot as may be endured; it is 
good at all hours of the day, but es¬ 
pecially morning and evening, when 
for that purpose they entertain them¬ 
selves two or three hours in Cauphe- 
houses, which in Turkey abound more 
than lnn3 and alehouses with us. It is 
thought to be the old black'broth used 
so much by the Lace-demonians. It 
drieth ill-humors in the stomach, com- 
foreth the brain, never causes drunk¬ 
enness or any other surfeits, and is a 
harmless entertainment of good fel¬ 
lowship.” 


PARCELS POST WORKING 


Post Office Department Issues Notice 
as to Regulations 

The post office department has is¬ 
sued the following statement in re¬ 
gard to the parcel post service: 

"From jjuinerous inquiries received 
from the public on the subject of par¬ 
cel post it would seem desirable to 
emphasize the fact that all restric¬ 
tions as regard's weight and delivery 
have been removed. 

"Parcel post packages may be now 
mailed up to the weight of 11 pounds. 
If had been the intention to limit the 
weight of parcel post packets to six 
pounds during the organization period 
but as the organization of the parcel 
post was quickly made, heavier par¬ 
cels have now been handled for some 
time, it having been determined to 
give the public the full benefit of this. 
Parcel post packages may therefore be 
mailed up to the limit above stated. 

"The additional fee of 6 cents which 
was at first charged on parcels mailed 
for local delivery In places where the 
letter carrier delivery is in operation 
has also been abolished and this ad¬ 
ditional fee is not now charged." 


MUST BREAK WAR SHIPS UP 


Condition on Which British Admiralty 
SoldaObselete Men of War 

Among‘the obsolete warships sold 
at Portsmouth recently wa3 the bat¬ 
tleship Renown, which was specially 
fitted up to_convey the king and queen 
to India for the Durbar In 1905. The 
vessel wt/a secured by Messrs. 
Hughes, Bolekow, of Middlesborough, 
for $195,000. The only other battle¬ 
ship sold was the Resolution, launch¬ 
ed In 1892, and she was secured for 
£36,650. Both these vessels must be 
broken up within a year, but two light 
cruisers were sold without restriction. 
The Forte. £18,500, to the Shipbuild¬ 
ing Co., Holland; and the Medea, 
£10,735, to Messrs. Garnham, of 
Thames street, London. 


F. Bradshaw, Saskatchewan’s Gam* 

Guardian, Appeals to Sportsmen and 

the Public to Co-operste With the 

Authorities in the Preservation of 

Game. 

Appealing to the sportsmen/-**and 
public of the province to co-operate 
with tho authorities in the preserva¬ 
tion of the game of Saskatchewan, F. 
Bradshaw, provincial game guardian, 
lias issued a pamphlet wh'ch will be 
widely circulated While spring shoot¬ 
ing is prohibited by law, it la still 
thought necessary to urge the people 
to render asistance to the department 
Unfair and Unsportsmanlike 

"The shooting of game birds in late 
winter and spring.” reads a quotation 
cited by Mr. Bradshaw from a publica¬ 
tion by Dr. William T. Horusley, dir¬ 
ector of the New York Zoological 
park, “is to he mentioned only to be 
condemned, it is grossly unfair to 
the birds, outrageous in principle and 
most unsportsmanlike, no matter 
whether the law permits it or not. I 
think we have at least reached the 
point where it may truthfully be said 
that no gentleman shoots birds In 
spring. If the plea is made that 'if 
we don't shoot ducks in the spring 
we can’t shoot them at all.” then the 
arisw’er is ’If you can’t shoot game 
like high-minded, red-blooded sports¬ 
men, don't shoot at all.' A gentleman 
cannot afford to barter liis standing 
and his awn Belf-respict for a few 
ducks in the spring when the birds 
are goiug north to lay their eggs, and 
the man who insists on shooting ln 
spring may just us well go right on 
and do various other things that ara 
beyond the pale, sue has shooting 
chickens on the ground and shooting 
does or fawns. Even among the wild 
creature the breeding period of the 
wild creatures Is under taboo. Then, 
If ever, may the beasts and birds cry 
‘king's excuse.' ** 

Strang efforts are bsing made by 
the United States authorities to pre¬ 
vent spring shooting, and whaleyer 
good they ure able to accomplish will 
prove to the benefit of Canada. 

Wild Fowl Less Plentiful 

“Already,” Mr. Bradshaw * points 
out, "ail our wild fowl are not so' 
plentiful as the passenger pigeon of 
yesterday. Yet standing rewards ag¬ 
gregating $5,000 for the discovery of 
one nesting pair of genuine passenger 
pigeons are still unclaimed. A paral¬ 
lel history might be told of the buffalo 
in comparison with the reamln.ng big 
game of our province. The annual re¬ 
ports of our game guardians point 
out plainly to the fact that nearly 
every spades of wild life is deerekp- 
ing and the question arises, is our 
province to maintain its status ns one 
of the finest game countries in the 
world or slowly but surely to follow 
in the wake of some of the states 
to the south and tranquilly await the 
day when it will be almost devoid of. 
game and other wild li.e so desirable 
from the point of view of .lie scientist 
and nature lover?" 

The game guardian states t)iat all 
attempts to accustom antelope to con¬ 
finement in zoological gardens or 
small parks have failed The animals 
so confined lack stamina and are sub¬ 
ject also to lumpy Jaw, which lu wild 
animals is uncurable. If this disease 
is noticed at any time Mr. Bradshaw 
would be glad to be notified. 

Writing 6f means of preventing A 
decrease In the ganir supply. Mr. 
Bradshaw says: 

"What are wj going to do about ltf 
Our game laws, good as they are, and 
so well enforced in the main by game 
guardians and members of the Royal 
North West Mounted Police, will not 
alone save the game; our sportsmen 
will fail as they have done elsewhere; 
in fact, nearly every possible scheme 
has been tried and found wanting. If 
our citizens say the game must be 
saved, it will be saved. By citizens, 
we mean every man, woman and child 
in the province, not sportsmen alone, 
as they represent only about five per 
cent, of our population and some of 
them are prone to hesitate when con¬ 
fronted with questions that might In¬ 
terfere with the so-called liberty they 
have hitherto enjoyed without -regard 
to the future welfare of the game. 
Tho remaining ninety-five per cent, of 
our population have just as much 
right, to say what shall be done with 
ou rgame as those who take their an¬ 
nual excursion ln pursuit of 1’, and 
they must do their part if we are to 
maintain our desirable reputation as a 
pr^lnce where wild life abounds."
